Self-Government Society of Canton Has Sent Remon- 
strance to Grand Council, in Which President of the 
Wai-Wu-Pu Was Severely, Criticised.

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I}avinc been informed by an authority on 
the subject that for several years there has 
heen an annual increase of $50,000,000 in 
the appropriations, the President, in his con- 
sultations with cabinet officers and in his 
| conversations with members of the House 
| Economy | -and Senate, 1s advising the curtailment of 
| all expenses. If early pronuses be fulfilled, 
| | the estimates of the department heads° will 

ii | be very much lower than they were last 
year. Assuming that the estimates and appropriations be cut to 
meet the wishes of the President, the saving will go far toward 
wiping out the deficit now carried by the treasury. 

All this would be most encouraging were it not for another 
phase of the matter. As Mr. ‘Tawney and others have pointed out, 
the country has not been so very extravagant in ordinary expendi- 
tures during the Jast few years. Even the extraordinary expense 
of the Panama canal was so provided for that it would not of 
itself have caused serious financial disturbance. What is eating 
into the nation’s revenues, and leaving no trace behind is the fixed 
charges that have been fastened upon the government. These are 
in very large measure the consequences of war, but it 1s plain that in 
large part they are attributable to the steps we have taken toward 
the building up of a war establishment. 

These fixed charges are growing from year to year, and every 
step in the direction of increased armament enlarges their annual 
demands. The first cost of armament is only a part of it; the 
charges growing out of the maintenance of it are what count. 
These charges have so increased during recent years that, compara- 
tively, there is little left .of the revenue to care tor ordinary 
expenditures. 

l’nless the utmost care 1s taken another series of fixed charges 
will be provided through conservation and waterway legislation. It 
has already been started. There,ywill be a strong effort in the 
coming session of Congress in behalf of conservation and waterway 
schemes. The President has allowed it to be understood that he 
will be in sympathy with these movements, to a certain extent. 
The difficulty is that when these movements are given government 
aid they go torward to an extent that is very uncertain. 

The saving of $50,000,000 in appropriations this year will be 
a very good thing, of course. But if, while applauding ourselves 
for this triumph of economy, we allow the nation to become involved 
in other great obligations that will cling to us, our triumph will be 
barren.

Ir 11AS been for years the hope as well as the 
dream of conscientious public men—of men 
trusted and of men distrusted by the public 
which they were striving faithfully to serve 
—that some means whereby they would be 
able to come into confidential relations with 
the -plain people might be devised. They 
have felt that if they could be put properly 
in touch with even the severest! of their 
critics it would not require long for all to 
find a common ground and to arrive at a common understanding. 

What has come to be known as the “Rochester Movement” 
seems to offer a solution of this problem. This movement takes its 
name from the city of Rochester, N. Y., where it originated. 
It Has developed into a system of neighborhood clubs that hold their 
meetings in the public schools after school hours. People of all 
shades of opinion are invited to address them. Absolute freedom 
of discussion is permitted. Here the officeholder may talk freely 
to his constituents, and here the constituent may talk freely to the 
politician. Aldermen and other public servants are invited to appear 
before the meetings to answer such questions as may be put to them, 
and to defend their course in relation to matters that have aroused 
public discussion and, perhaps, public discontent. 

The papers read, the addresses delivered. and the debates 
carried on are by no means confined to local questions. They extend 
to state and to national affairs; they embrace practically all subjects 
open to legitimate discussion. The membership of the clubs is 
intended to be all-inclusive. The employee and the employer may 
nieet at one of these gatherings On opposite sides of some question 
in economics. 

The effect of the movement so far as it has been observed has 
been enlightening and broadéning. It has brought different elemerts 
more closely together, and Jwhile it has not fused them. or eve 
reconciled them, it has placed.them on a sounder basis of mutual 
understanding and has caused“them to regard each others’ views 
with more tolerance and charity. 

The movement would seem to be one that ought to spread far 
beyond the corporate limits of Rothester, for it is basically sound.
